Shop owner blames BT for 
putting his business at risk 


A FURIOUS businessman claims 
he is losing money “hand over fist” 
after being forced to wait more 
than two months for telephone 
lines to be connected at his firm’s 
new premises. 

David Davison, owner of 1st Call 
Mobility, said his company has lost out 
on thousands of pounds worth of orders 
since moving into the Harvey Centre 
because of what he branded “shockingly 
poor service” from telecoms giant BT 
Openreach. 

Despite applying for lines to be 
installed at the new shop weeks before its 
opening on December 1, he was told the 
job was more complicated than first 
thought - and warned he may have to 
wait up to six weeks for the work to be 
carried out. 

“We contacted BT Openreach in plen-

ty of time before our opening, and they 
told us it would be a straightforward job,” 
Mr Davison told the Star this week. “But 
when the engineers turned up to carry out 
the work they told us we’d need a survey 
done first and that it could take up to six 
weeks. 

“I was furious. Most of our work is 
done over the phone and the internet and 
I was being told we’d have to go without 
both for weeks.” 

The survey was eventually carried out 
in mid-December and Mr Davison was 
told that engineers would return on 
December 28 to connect the lines. 

But when the date arrived, the work 
was hit by yet another delay. 

“Despite having the survey done two 



weeks before, the engineers arrived and 
told us there was no suitable connection 
point and that we would have to apply for 
another survey,” said Mr Davison. 

“They said that once that was done 
they’d give us another appointment for 
connection, but told me to expect anoth¬ 
er six weeks’ wait. I was speechless.” 

He added: “Because of the lack of 
telephone service disabled people have 
been left on the side of the road with 
punctures on their scooters, housebound 
clients have been unable to contact us 


and emails have gone unanswered. 

“Our turnover has dropped by 50 per 
cent and without a computer connection 
our internet business has dropped to zero. 

“This severe loss of trade could be the 
straw that breaks the camel’s back and 
another established retailer could be out 
of business very soon.” 

A spokesman for BT Openreach bla¬ 
med the delays on a backlog of line faults 
caused by extreme weather conditions, 
but said Mr Davison’s phone lines would 
be connected by the end of this week. 


“Much of our network is underground, 
and in many cases manholes need to be 
pumped out and additional safety checks 
made before any work can be undertak¬ 
en,” he explained. 

“In this case an additional amount of 
work was also needed to get services 
installed to this premises. 

“We would like to apologise for any 
inconvenience caused during this period. 
In cases such as this, Openreach keeps 
the end user’s service provider updated 
on all issues.”

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MP to seek meeting 
on rail investment 


HARLOW commuters are on track to 
benefit from faster and more reliable 
trains as part of a £2.2bn upgrade of 
the region’s railways. 

Network Rail has announced it is planning 
“the biggest investment in infrastructure since 
the Victorian era” - but also warned that tough 
choices would need to be made. 

This week Harlow MP Robert Halfon said 
he was seeking a meeting with the company to 
discuss how the plans will benefit local com¬ 
muters. 

The company has submitted a strategic 
business plan for the Anglia route to the Office 
of Rail Regulation. Its proposals should be be 
finalised by October this year with work due 
to start in 2014. 

The five-year plan maps out a programme 
of projects designed to maintain and improve 
the network’s ageing infrastructure and out¬ 
lines a range of schemes designed to slash 
overheads and improve cost-efficiency. 

Network Rail said the investment will make 
services faster and more reliable, allowing 
capacity to increase as passenger numbers 
continue to rise. 

Estimates show that during the morning 
peak hour of 8am-9am, the number of com¬ 
muters travelling to London Liverpool Street 
on the West Anglia main line - which serves 
Harlow Town, Harlow Mill, Sawbridgeworth 
and Stansted Airport - is predicted to grow by 
almost 50 per cent by 2031. 

Dave Ward, Network Rail’s route managing 
director for the south east, said: “The railway 
is busier than it has ever been and passenger

numbers continue to grow every year. As our 
railway gets busier the challenges get bigger 
and more complex. 

“What we are looking at here is putting in 
place the building blocks that should make the 
network more resilient and make some 
improvements which we can work on over 
future years.” 

He added: “This vital investment pro¬ 
gramme will pave the way for more services, 
new trains and a more reliable railway which 
supports and encourages economic growth 
across the east of England.” 

One proposal is for the construction of a 
third track linking Stratford with Tottenham 
Hale, enabling faster journey times to and 
from Stansted Airport and easing the passen¬ 
ger burden on services running through 
Harlow. 

Ruud Haket, managing director of franchise 
owner Greater Anglia, described the plans as 
an “excellent start” in meeting the needs of the 
region’s passengers. 

“We have been instrumental in working 
with MPs and regional stakeholders across the 
Greater Anglia network to make the case for 
more investment in the region’s rail network 
through the development of the East Anglian 
Rail Prospectus. 

“This plan reflects much of that work and is 
an excellent start in meeting the aspirations of 
the region for significant upgrades to train 
services and rail infrastructure.” 



Mr Halfon, who has long been campaigning 
for improvements to the local rail network on 
behalf of disgruntled passengers, also wel¬ 
comed the investment. 

“It’s been a long time coming but I welcome 
the company’s pledge to reduce overcrowding 
and improve the reliability and punctuality of 
services running to and from our town. 

“I will be working to ensure that Harlow 
commuters are kept up-to-date with develop¬ 
ments.”

Cat killed after 
dogs launch a 
frenzied attack 

PEOPLE living in a Harlow neighbourhood 
are being urged to identify the owner of two 
dogs that mauled a cat to death on Monday 
night. 

According to horrified eyewitnesses, the 
dogs - described as a light-coloured bull ter¬ 
rier and a black-and-white springer spaniel - 
attacked the cat as their owner stood and 
watched. 

Despite frantic attempts by residents to 
haul the dogs off the cat, it died within min¬ 
utes of the attack on the doorstep of a house 
in Copshall Close. 

The dogs and their owner then ran off in 
the direction of The Briars. 

One resident, who asked not to be named, 
said his young daughter had been left trau¬ 
matised after witnessing the incident. 

“My little girl woke up when she heard 
the commotion outside and there was noth¬ 
ing we could do to stop her from seeing what 
was going on,” he said. “She’s been left in a 
right state. 

“My wife and I had run outside to try and 
scare the dogs off, but they wouldn’t let go of 
the poor thing. It was being thrown around 
like a rag-doll and when they did finally let 
go it died in my wife’s arms.” 

According to the man, the owner was 
standing at the end of the street watching the 
attack. 

“He just stood there and when the dogs 
ran off, he legged it too. It was cowardly and 
I just hope someone knows who he is and 
contacts the police and the RSPCA to give 
them his details.” 

The couple have now distributed leaflets 
throughout the neighbourhood warning pet 
owners to be on their guard. 

“It could have been anyone’s pet that was 
attacked and my heart goes out to the owner 
of the cat,” the man added. “I just want to 
warn others so this doesn’t happen again.” 

Police confirmed they were investigating 
the incident.

SIR, The closure of the Harlow Welfare 
Rights & Advice service is undoubtedly 
a great loss to the Harlow community. It 
is a tragedy that it should happen under a 
Labour council.

Reference has been made by some 
critics to the Poplar councillors who went 
to jail in the 1920s for refusing to pay an 
unfair precept to the then London 
County Council and other bodies. It is an 
invalid comparison, although to go into 
detail is not possible in a short letter. 
Local councils today have far less 
autonomy than in the past as a result of 
conscious policies of both Conservative 
and Labour governments. In fact, had the 
Harlow councillors flouted their officers’ 
advice I believe it would have made no 
difference: the officers have the power to 
and would still have implemented the 
same decisions. Sad but true. 

However, if even at this late date a way 
can be found to save the service, I 
imagine no one will be better pleased 
than the councillors.

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More motorists ignore police drink-drive warnings 


POLICE chiefs fear motorists are ignoring 
their anti-drink driving message after fig¬ 
ures for the Christmas and New Year period 
showed a year-on-year rise. 

A total of 3,263 drivers were breathalysed 
in Essex in December and 126 (3.8 per cent) 
were over the limit, compared to 115 last 
year. 

Although the majory of those who failed 
the test were male (94), the number of wom¬ 
en caught almost doubled from 18 in 2011 
to 32 in 2012. 


Adam Pipe, casualty reduction manager 
for Essex Police, described the increase as 
“very disappointing”. 

He said: “Despite widespread publicity of 
our campaign and high visibility policing, 
there are still a large number of people who 
will risk not only their own lives but those of 
others by drinking and driving. 

“The potential consequences of driving 
whilst drunk or over the limit can be life¬ 
changing and anyone who regularly drinks 
and drives should seek professional help for 


alcoholism.” 

He added: “This year there seems to be 
more women driving when they shouldn’t 
because of alcohol consumed. This may be 
following a night out or, in some cases the 
following morning, when they could be 
driving their children to school.” 

Motorists have been warned there will be 
no let-up now the holiday period is over. 

“This is not the end of targeting motorists 
who drink and drive,” said Mr Pipe. “The 
campaign lasts 365 days a year in Essex.”

osteoarthritis, the mum-of-one was 
becoming increasingly concerned she 
might not live to see nine-year-old son 
Oliver grow up. 

“It was when I really started having trouble walking 
that I thought enough is enough and became really 
determined to do something about it,” she said. “With 
my other health problems, I knew that if I didn’t do 
something to lose weight I probably wouldn’t be 
around to see my little boy grow up. 

“Picking up the phone to Channel 4 was a really dif¬ 
ficult thing to do, but since being accepted onto the 
show I haven’t looked back.” 

The show’s producers flew Joanne to the USA 
where she came face to face with a woman whose spi¬ 
ralling weight had left her confined to a wheelchair.

“ft was really tough at first,” she said. “He hardly ate 
a thing whereas I normally spent the day stuffing my 
face. 

“But it was a real eye-opener and I gradually started 
to get used to eating less. The doctors left me in no 
doubt as to what could happen to me if I didn’t change 
my eating habits, and that spurred me on.” 

Joanne lost 221bs during filming last October and 
has gone on to shed another 1311bs since. 

“I’m definitely sticking to my new regime, and my 
whole family is eating healthier as a result,” she added. 
“I feel so much better, both physically and mentall, and 
I’ve got my confidence back. I’ve proved to myself that 
I can make changes for the better, and that in itself is 
incredibly rewarding.”

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Ambulance crews kept busy during New Year celebrations 


THE East of England Ambulance 
Trust responded to almost 2,000 calls 
during the New Year celebrations - 
double the number received during an 
average night. 

A total of 1,970 calls were dealt 
with over the 12-hour period from 
7pm on December 31 to 7am on 


January 1, an average of more than 
164 an hour. 

The trust provides ambulance cover 
for Essex, Hertfordshire, Bedford¬ 
shire, Cambridgeshire, Norfolk and 
Suffolk. In Essex there were 613 calls, 
10 fewer than the previous year. 

Although the overall numbers were 


marginally down on the previous year 
when EEAST received 1,989 calls 
within the same period, they represent 
more than double the number of inci¬ 
dents on the Monday and Tuesday four 
weeks previously. 

Neil Storey, director for emergency 
operations, said: “My thanks and 


praise go out to all our staff and vol¬ 
unteers who worked during this diffi¬ 
cult shift. 

“While a downward trend, however 
slight, is good news and a sign that 
perhaps people are taking note of our 
advice, it’s still a very busy start to the 
year.”

Rise in number of 
road crash deaths 

THE number of people killed in car crashes 
across Essex has risen following a two-year 
drop. 

Road safey chiefs had been encouraged 
by the year-on-year reduction since 2010 but 
with 48 people killed on the county’s roads 
in 2012, police want to raise awareness of 
key safety issues behind fatal crashes. 

Chief Inspector Rachel Nolan said: “The 
figures are disappointing and we can only 
hope our road safety messages hit home in 
2013. These fatal crashes are needless.” 

The figures show the 48 people who lost 
their lives died in 46 collisions. During 2011 
a total of 41 people were killed in 38 crash¬ 
es. 

The main contributing factors in crashes 
were failure to wear a seat belt, using a 
mobile telephone, drink-driving and speed¬ 
ing. 

“All road users must be aware of this, said 
Chief Inspector Nolan. “If all of these fac¬ 
tors were cut out and motoring laws adhered 
to then people would not be injured or 
killed.” 

Last year 3,600 people were injured in 
collisions, with 670 of those classed as seri¬ 
ous. The comparative 2011 figure stood at 
4,000 injuries, of which 745 casualties were 
classed as serious. 

Chief Inspector Nolan added: “We will 
continue to rigorously enforce offences 
relating to the four key road safety factors 
throughout the next 12 months.”

A HARLOW dad’s mission to raise 
money for Princess Alexandra 
Hospital’s neonatal intensive care unit 
has attracted the support of a local 
councillor.

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We must move 
on says county 
council leader 


THE leader of Essex County 
Council has called for a line to 
be drawn under the expenses 
scandal which brought down 
his predecessor, disgraced peer 
Lord Hanningfield. 

Councillor Peter Martin made the 
plea as he revealed he will not be 
standing for re-election in May. 

Cllr Martin has been at the helm 
of the authority since February 2010, 
when Lord Hanningfield resigned 
after he was charged in connection 
with his House of Lords expenses. 

The 71-year-old peer served nine 
weeks of a nine-month prison sen¬ 
tence for falsely claiming £28,000 in 
parliamentary expenses related to his 
work in the House of Lords. 

That sparked a probe into his 
county council spending which 
revealed he racked up a total of 
£287,000 on his corporate credit 
card, splashing out on meals, hotel 
stays, foreign trips and train fares. 

Although a police investigation 
concluded there was no basis for a 
further criminal case, details of his

spending have provoked ongoing 
calls for a “proper investigation” 
from the opposition at County Hall. 

Liberal Democrat leader Cllr 
Mike Mackrory said: “That he could 
have been allowed to spend 
£287,000 of council taxpayers 
money over five years beggars 
belief. Who signed off these claims? 

“Clearly there were major failings 
and the stench of a cover up will con¬ 
tinue at County Hall as long as this 
conspiracy of silence continues.” 

But Cllr Martin insisted there had 
now been a change in the council’s 
checks on members’ spending and 
further action would simply be a 
waste of taxpayers’ money. 

“There’s no doubt in my mind that 
we have dealt with the issue,” he 
said. “We have made a huge number 
of changes to our governance 
arrangements and I’m confident.” 

He said his political opponents 
should have spoken out before, 


adding: “We have spent an enormous 
amount of time on this. It’s been over 
three years and I think nothing fur¬ 
ther will be gained from spending 
more time. 

“We are [in danger of] spending 
more money on the whole thing that 
Lord Hanningfield spent. We really 
do need to move on.” 

Cllr Martin, who has been a mem¬ 
ber of the council for the Chelmer 
division since 1989, said he was 
stepping down from his role as 
leader for personal and family rea¬ 
sons. 

“I have done 24 years on the coun¬ 
ty council which is quite a long 
time,” he said. “My job as leader is 
absolutely full-time - a 60 hour week 
- which does not leave much time 
for much else. 

“I’m leaving so that I can spend 
more time with the family, who are 
spread throughout the world.” 

He said the new leader, who is 
expected to be announced shortly, 
should concentrate on delivering 
services and balancing the books at a 
time of increasing austerity.

HAVE you ever 
wondered where 
mascots go to school? 
The answer would 
appear to be the 
Japanese city of Tokyo, 
where a unique college 
has been training its 
students how to walk, 
talk, dance and play in 
true fairground style 
since 1985. 

But while the aim for 
those attending Choko 
Group Mascot School is 
to entertain children with 
their performances, 
mastering the art is 
anything but child's play. 
The school was founded 
by Choko Oohira, who 
uses her 20 years of 
experience as a mascot 
to help others perfect 
the art of costume and 
movement. 

"When I see a real hand 
poking out of the 
costume's hand or their 
mask slips, it's very 
disappointing," she told 
reporters. "I just have to 
correct them. 

"I want to show the 
world how to fully 


become the character 
and explain thaf’s how 
to make children 
happy." 

Lessons are two hours 
long and students are 
taught everything from 
traditional dance to 
different walking styles. 
Only the last part of 
each lesson is

Once students graduate 
from the school, finding 
work is unlikely to be a 
problem as Japan has 
experienced a massive 
mascot boom in recent 
years.

DID you know bowel cancer is one 
of the most curable types of cancer 
if it’s caught early? 

The problem is we aren’t telling our doctors 
if we have any of the tell-tale symptoms 
because we are too embarrassed. 

Bowel cancer is the third most common type 
of cancer in England with approximately 
41,000 new cases being diagnosed each year. 
It is the second biggest cancer killer, 
claiming 16,000 lives a year. 

If detected early enough the outcome is 
generally good, with up to 90 per cent of 
sufferers surviving a further five years and a 
complete cure usually being possible. 
However, when diagnosed in its most 
advanced stage, the five-year survival rate 
falls to just six per cent and a complete cure 
becomes unlikely. So why are so many 
people suffering in silence? 

It appears that seven out of 10 of us could 
not name a single symptom and even if we 
can then we aren’t too keen to talk about it. 
Discussing diarrhoea, rectal bleeding or 
constipation with someone isn’t easy, but this 


taboo subject is killing 61 per cent of suffers 
because help is being sought too late. 

What are the symptoms? 

It’s important not to panic about the 
symptoms as many do not turn out to be 
cancer. However, if any of the following 
persist for more than a few weeks, you must 
talk to your GP: 

# Changes to your bowel habit such as 
continual diarrhoea. 

# Rectal bleeding. 

# Unexplained anaemia and fatigue 

# Severe stomach pain 

What tests are available to me? 

Men and women aged 60-69 who are 


registered with a GP are automatically 
offered bowel cancer screening. The 
programme is currently being extended in 
England to those aged 70-75 and over the 
next three years a camera examination of the 
lower bowel is being introduced for all 


people at age 55. 

Bowel cancer screening consists of a home 
testing kit, which arrives through the post 
and is used to collect tiny stool samples on a 
special card. The card is then sealed in a 
hygienic Freepost envelope and sent to a 


laboratory where it will be checked. 

Where a problem is identified a colonoscopy 
will be arranged. This is an investigation of 
the lining of the large bowel (colon). 

Only around two in every 100 people 
completing the kit will have an abnormal 
result and will be offered a colonoscopy. Of 
those, only about one in 10 will have cancer. 

What treatment is available? 

It depends on the stage of the cancer as well 
as an individual’s general health, but the 
main treatment is surgery. 

The part of the colon containing the cancer, 
together with a small amount of healthy 
tissue either side, is removed along with the 
surrounding lymph nodes. The two ends of

the colon can then be 
rejoined so that 
‘normal’ bowel function 
is restored. 

However, if the cancer 
is very close to the 
rectum, the colon will 
be brought to the 
surface of the skin on 
the abdomen with an 
opening known as a 
stoma. A colostomy bag 
would then be worn 
over the stomach to 
collect waste products. 
This is often a 
temporary measure to 
allow healing and will 
be reversed a few 
months later. 

Some patients will also 
require a course of 
chemotherapy and/or 
radiotherapy. 

At Princess Alexandra 
Hospital a new 
programme has been 
launched to help people 
recover quicker after 
having major surgery 
for bowel cancer. 
Consultant anaesthetist 
Dr Syed Sheik, said: 
“Having a cancer 
operation is both 
physically and 
emotionally stressful. 
Through the enhanced 
recovery programme 
our aim is to get 
patients back to full 
health as quickly as 
possible by ensuring the 
individuals are in the 
best possible physical 
condition before their 
operation and are 
mentally prepared for 
what to expect after 
surgery. 

“We know through 
research that early 
mobilisation after 
surgery greatly speeds 
up the recovery, but this 
is only possible with 
careful planning before 
the operation and by 
involving the patient in 
every stage of their care 
plan.” 

It is expected that 
colorectal cancer 
patients will be able to 
go home between 3-5 
days after the operation, 
a dramatic improvement 
from the 10 days as was 
traditionally expected. 
The programme is 
currently available to all 
bowel cancer patients. 
Their care package will 
be carefully explained 
to them at various 
stages of their treatment 
so they remain in 
control of all decisions 
about their care.

LES MISERABLES 
certificate 12A r 1h54m 

OSCAR-winning director Tom 
Hooper took an audacious gamble 
when he announced his intention 
of filming Claude-Michel 
Schonberg and Alain Boublil’s 
powerhouse musical without the 
conventional safety net of lip- 
synching. 

But his decision to ask the actors to 
sing live in every take pays off 
handsomely, teasing out the 
heartbreaking emotion in an 
adaptation of a stage show which 
has become a global phenomenon. 
Hooper’s terrific film embraces the 
Schonberg and Boublil songbook 
with bold directorial flourishes and 
tour-de-force performances, 
including a cri de coeur from Anne 
Hathaway, pictured right , that 
virtually guarantees her the Oscar 
next month. 

Hugh Jackman also richly deserves a 
nomination for his portrayal of a 
convict, a role which which required 
him to shed 30 pounds to portray his 
emaciated hero. 


The film begins with a thrilling 
overture in a dockyard where 
Valjean (Jackman) and his fellow 
prisoners haul a ship out of the 
frothing water under the watchful 
eye of Inspector Javert (Russell 
Crowe). 

Valjean is granted parole and leaves 
behind his tormentor but cannot 
secure employment because of his 
shameful past. Only the kindness of 
a bishop saves him from starvation. 
Eight years later, Valjean has 
reinvented himself as a revered 
factory owner in Montreuil-sur-Mer, 
where one of his workers, Fantine 
(Hathaway), is cruelly cast out when 
the foreman learns she has an 
illegitimate daughter, Cosette 
(Isabelle Allen). 

Determined to raise the money to 
keep her child under the roof of 
villainous Thenardier (Sacha Baron 
Cohen) and his wife (Helena 
Bonham Carter), Fantine sells her 
hair and then her body. Valjean 
discovers Fantine close to death and 
agrees to raise Cosette as his own. 

So the story moves on a further nine 
years with revolutionary fervour 
sloshing through the grimy streets of 


Paris, inflamed by students 
Enjolras (Aaron Tveit) and 
Marius (Eddie Redmayne). 

The latter falls under the 
spell of Cosette (now 
played by Amanda 
Seyfried), unaware that 
Thenardier’s daughter, 

Eponine (Samantha 
Barks), adores him 
from afar. 

Les Miserables is a 
towering achievement 
both in front of and behind 
the camera. With the benefit of 
live singing, Hooper doesn't have 
to photograph set pieces from 
afar, capturing the political turmoil 
as actors sing their hearts out in lip 
quivering close-up. 

The cast is superb - Barks breaks 
hearts with her knockout rendition 
of On My Own and Redmayne 
matches her note for soaring note. 
Only Crowe is miscast, his soft, 
sweet vocals render Javert 
somewhat impotent next to 
Jackman’s booming delivery. 
Bonham Carter and Baron 
Cohen provide stomach- 
churning comic relief. 



Gangland-style battle for the streets of Los Angeles 


GANGSTER SQUAD

BASED on the real-life battle for 
the streets of 1940s Los 
Angeles, Gangster Squad 
conjures memories of The 
Untouchables with its tug of 
war between men who live by a 
badge and hoodlums who 
operate with their own twisted 
sense of morality. 

In a wince-inducing opening 
salvo, a henchman is tethered 
between two cars which 
screech off in opposite 
directions and pull the sap in 
two. The maniacal kingpin 
behind this bloodshed is one¬ 
time boxer Mickey Cohen (Sean 
Penn), who rules over LA with 
his gang. 

Police chief Bill Parker (Nick 
Nolte) is powerless to stop the 
rise of this criminal fraternity so 
he approaches Sergeant John 
O’Mara (Josh Brolin) to 
establish a covert team of 
officers who are willing not only 
to bend the law but also to 
break it in order to crush 
Cohen. 

O’Mara recruits his good friend 
Sergeant Jerry Wooters (Ryan 


Gosling) and cops Rocky 
Washington (Anthony Mackie), 
Conway Keeler (Giovanni Ribisi) 
and Max Kennard (Robert 
Patrick) for this dangerous 
assignment as part of the newly 
formed Gangster Squad. 

In turn, Kennard introduces a 
sharp-shooting protege, Navidad 
Ramirez (Michael Pena), and 
the scene is set for a battle 
royale between the team and 
the hoodlums. But the mission 
is compromised when suave 
ladies' man Wooters falls under 
the spell of Cohen’s squeeze, 
actress Grace Faraday (Emma 
Stone). 

Gangster Squad trades style 
over substance but director 
Ruben Fleischer’s dramatisation 
of bullet-riddled history has its 
undeniable pleasures. Brolin 
and Gosling are solid and the 
latter continues to catalyse 
fizzing on-screen chemistry with 
Stone after the sexy rom-com 
Crazy, Stupid, Love. 

Penn chews scenery with 
obvious relish but no subtlety, 
while impeccable production 
design evokes the era when 
sharp-suited men traded bullets 
and polished one-liners beneath 
the iconic Hollywoodland sign.

Spall) turns up unexpectedly at the door of Pi Patel 
(Irrfan Khan), having been told his story deserves 
to be immortalised in print. In flashback, Pi 
recounts his youth as the son of a circus owner 
who decided to sell the family business in 
Pondicherry and emigrate to Canada with his wife 
and two boys. A raging storm causes the ship to 
overturn and young Pi (Suraj Sharma) escapes in a 
lifeboat along with a zebra, an orang-utan, a hyena 
and a tiger called Richard Parker. As the days pass, 
the predators prevail until just Richard Parker and 
Pi remain, trapped together in a vast expanse of 
water. 

QUARTET Beecham House, a retirement home 
for opera singers and musicians, heaves with 
eccentrics including luvvie Cedric (Michael 
Gambon), who masterminds the annual 
fundraising concert attended by staff and 
wealthy donors. Three of the residents - 
Reginald (Tom Courtenay), Wilf (Billy Connolly) 
and Cissy (Pauline Collins) - once performed as 
part of a celebrated quartet. The unexpected 
arrival of the group's fourth member, Reg’s ex- 
wife Jean (Maggie Smith), sends shockwaves 
through the home. Once Jean adjusts to the 
gentle ebb and flow of daily life at the home 
and rebuilds bridges that were burnt to a 
cinder, she rediscovers her passion for 
performance. 

THE HOBBIT: AN UNEXPECTED JOURNEY (3D 

& 2D) Beginning at Bag End with the elderly Bilbo 
(Ian Holm) penning a book to his cousin Frodo 
(Elijah Wood), we then go back 60 years to meet 
the young Bilbo (Martin Freeman) in the Shire as he 
encounters Gandalf The Grey (Sir Ian McKellen) and 
a 13-strong company of dwarves who intend to 
reclaim their lost gold from the dragon Smaug in 
his mountain lair.

Open House 


The keys to selling any property are 
price, location and exposure. You 
can t change the location of your 
property, and the market determines 
the price. However, your agent can 
make significant inroads into how 
powerfully your property is exposed 
to the market. 

One of the most effective methods is 
the open house . This is where the 
property is advertised as being open 
for anyone who wishes to view it at a 
certain time, usually during a 
weekend. Very common abroad, the 
open house is rapidly gaining 
popularity in the UK, and for good 
reason. 

Firstly, one of the best sources of 
qualified buyers is via the neighbours. 
Everybody knows someone who is 
selling and people tend to buy in an 
area which is close to their existing 
network of friends and acquaintances. 
This is known as socio-demographic 
mirroring. 

When a property goes on show, it is 
marketed intensely in the 


neighbourhood so that every 
neighbour is aware that the property 
is for sale. If they know anyone who is 
buying, they are highly likely to invite 
them round to see the property, or at 
least look at it on their behalf. 

From the seller s perspective, having 
an open house can concentrate the 
viewings around a fixed time. Go for a 
walk and leave it all to the agent if 
you want to reduce some of the 
stress of selling! 

Open house days tend to be very 
relaxed, and they create an 
environment where buyers do not 
feel in any way under pressure, but 
can take their time to consider a 
property s merits. Because of this, we 
find that more people register their 
interest during an open house than 
they would through the usual 
advertising channels. 

As a celebration of a property, an 
open house promotes intense buyer 
activity which often prompts a sale, as 
everybody wants something that 
everybody else wants!

A UDI made a big impact 

with the original A3, which 
started life as a three-door 
only model. The added 
practicality of the Sportback 
model really pushed it out to a 
wider audience. 

Over each generation it has raised 
the stakes in terms of cabin quality 
and driving dynamics to continue to 
set the benchmark. Now we’re on the 
third iteration, and with the three- 
door version already proving to be a 
remarkably well-rounded and capable 
car, the 5-door Sportback promises 
much. 

The A3 is the perfect example of how 
Audi manages to evolve a design, 
keeping a clear visual link to the 
previous model but introducing some 
fresh elements. 

Here, the nose is narrowed and looks 
more purposeful, the headlights have 
a more edgy appearance, the roof 
curves neatly into the rear and the 
way the tailgate slopes steeply away 
makes the Sportback almost look like 
a mini-estate, which is certainly no 
bad thing. 

Like most modern cars it looks best

on larger alloy wheel options and it 
wears both sober metallics and more 
vibrant shades very well. 

Of course the key thing you’re 
getting with the extra pair of doors is 
easier access to the rear, and with 
that option the A3 Sportback 
genuinely becomes a viable family 
car. 

You might hesitate to let sticky- 
fingered little ones aboard given how 
plush the cabin is, but they certainly 
won’t grumble. Big kids have proper 
head and legroom, too, and the third 
rear window rather than a thick pillar 
helps more light into the back of the 
cabin too. 


Its practical nature continues in the 
rear where there is 380 litres of boot 
space with the back seats in place, 
and a full 1,220 litres with the seats 
folded. 

All this is pretty much as you would 
expect, but in truth it’s when you get 
behind the wheel that you really see 
where the progress has been made. 

If you’ll excuse the tiniest bit of 
technobabble, the A3 is the first Audi 
to use the MQB architecture that will 
underpin several other Audis and 
other compact-sized cars in the 
Volkswagen Group. 

What that means is lots of money has 
been poured into developing this 


crucial element of the car - and they 
absolutely have to get it right. 

The first thing you notice is that the 
A3 is remarkably quiet on the move. 
The diesel engines are hushed but 
you get the best experience in the 
petrol models, which at rest are 
virtually silent (even when the 
stop-start system hasn’t yet kicked 
in) and on the move you rarely hear 
anything more than a controlled hum 
as it moves along. That goes a long 
way to making the Sportback a very 
comfortable car to spend time in. 

The other significant element here is 
the ride quality. Even in sportier S 
line trim which has sports suspension 


and big alloy wheels, the A3 
Sportback feels superbly controlled 
and comfortable, riding with the 
bumps without divorcing you from 
them altogether. 

So whether you’re simply cruising to 
your destination or having a bit of 
fun on a challenging road, it is 
extremely capable and feels like a 
car from the class above. 

That certainly also goes for the 
cabin, which moves the game on yet 
again. There are numerous options, 
of course, and various combinations 
of trim, but it almost feels like 
you’re sat in a luxury car rather than 
something that’s merely premium. 
The revised MMI system takes up 
less space and is a cinch to use 
without taking your eyes off the road, 
while the big colour screen is crisp 
and clear without being intrusive. 
Maybe you thought Audis were 
attractive and even a bit flash, but not 
the kind of car bought by sensible 
people like you. Well consider 
yourself told otherwise - the A3 
Sportback is practical, comfortable 
and efficient, and yet it still delivers 
plenty of luxury and the ‘want factor’ 
that you might feel a bit guilty about. 
You can buy one, knowing you’ve 
made a fine choice and be smug 
about it all at the same time.

- and sparked celebrations as wild as the 
current as the entire team jumped into the 
water. 


HARLOW could feel very proud 
of its input into the London 2012 
Olympics. 

From 800metre runner Andrew 
Osagie to shooter James Huckle, and 
double-gold medal winning cyclist 
Laura Trott to bronze-medal winning 
hockey player Chloe Rogers it was a 
summer to celebrate for the Essex 
town. 

The event served up a golden summer 
of sport and Harlow was lucky enough to 
have participants in three events in partic¬ 
ular, which delivered memories that will 
last a lifetime. 

Former Burnt Mill School student 
Osagie (24) competed in what has been 
hailed as the greatest 800m Olympic final 
of all time. 

He smashed his personal best and the 
Harlow Athletic Club member’s time of 1 
minute 43.99 seconds would have won 
him the gold medal at the three previous 
Olympic Games. 

Harlow-born cyclist Trott handled the 
pressure of riding in front of packed and 
partisan crowds at the Olympic velodrome 
as though she had been doing it for years, 
and won the hearts of the nation with her 
double gold-medal winning performances. 

First she anchored the women’s pursuit 
team to a new world record time to see off 
arch-rivals Australia, and then had us all 
on the edge of our seats in the multi-disci¬ 
pline omnium. 

One particular moment had everyone 
gasping in astonishment as she looked cer¬ 
tain to be eliminated in the scratch race - 
but somehow found a tiny gap to take her 
safety and went on to win the race and 
then her second gold medal. 

Harlow-born hockey star Rogers 
secured the highlight of her career so far. 

She helped Great Britain overcome the 
disappointment of losing to Argentina in 
the semi-final by helping the team defeat 
New Zealand to seal the bronze medal. 

Rogers had played a key role in the 
group stages and scored in the win over 
South Korea. 

Last but not least was marksman 
Huckle. 

As with Osagie and Trott, this was his 
Olympics debut and his experience will 
stand him in good stead for Brazil in 2016. 

The 21-year-old Old Harlow shooter 
failed to progress beyond the initial stages 
in his three events but the memory of com¬ 
peting at his home Olympics will live long 
for the former Mark Hall School stu¬ 
dent. With shooters improving as they gain 
experience, there are plenty more Olympic 
Games’ for Huckle to medal at. 

Meanwhile, nearby Waltham Abbey 
was the host venue for the canoe slalom 
and after almost a week of competition it 
looked as though Great Britain’s cup¬ 
board would be bereft of any medals 
from the event, with the disappointment 
of first Lizzie Neave’s and then David 
Florence’s inability to make the finals. 

But GB’s Etienne Stott and Tim Baillie 
turned that despair into sheer, unadulterat¬ 
ed joy by winning gold in the canoe dou¬ 
bles. As the early runners they had an ago¬ 
nising wait until the final pair - team-

Six-figure revamp boost for cricket club 


A SIX-figure sum is on the verge of 
delivering impressive new facilities at 
Harlow Town Cricket Club. 

Work on the pavilion at the Elizabeth 
Way complex was carried out during 
the winter and has almost been 
completed. 

There will now be four changing 
rooms plus changing facilities for 
officials at the Shepherd Neame 
Essex League club. 

It used to have two away dressing 
rooms and one bigger dressing room 
to accommodate home teams. 

Club funding officer Martin Gladwin 
said: “It means that we can now 
allow for men’s and women’s cricket 
at the same time. 

“There are separate changing 
facilities and we can allow for 
disabled cricket.”

Harlow Town are looking to attract 
more investment into the club 
through the corporate side. 

Gladwin said: “A matchday sponsor 
could sponsor three [new] balls for 
£35 or we can have a corporate 
sponsor for £100. 

“With that, employees from that firm 
could use the facilities. Money that is 
earned would be put back into the 
club.” 

Cricket is an expensive sport to run 
not least in getting a ground up to 
scratch and every penny is vital 
particularly in the current economic 
climate. 

The facility improvements and 
marketing ideas come after 


significant progress has been made 
on the pitch. 

Harlow Town teams did well in the 
Herts & Essex Cricket League for 
five years before they quit that league 
at the end of 2011. 

They were seeking a higher standard 
and joined the Shepherd Neame 
Essex Cricket League in 2012. 

The club has four teams playing in 
the league and the club’s first team 
came fourth in division three of the 
1st XI last year. 

It also runs five age group teams 
between U-9 and U-15 level. 

Nets are also run indoors in the 
winter for youngsters and these take 
place at Passmores School. 

Harlow Town runs a vets team that 
plays 40-over cricket midweek.

THE four-match 
unbeaten run of 

Harlow came to an end 
but there was no 

shame as they ran title- 
chasing hosts Norwich 
very close. 

Norwich triumphed by 

only four points on 

Saturday, which meant the 
Rams got a bonus point for 
losing by seven or fewer 
points. 

Harlow went ahead after 
only two minutes. A maul 
close to the home line result¬ 
ed in prop Dave Roze forcing 
his way over the line for a try. 

Michael Dobson kicked the 
conversion. 

The Norfolk side then 
scored the next two tries, both 
of which were converted by 
Rob Micklethwaite.

Slick handling by the 
Norwich backs created space 
for winger Jay O’Brien who 
eluded a Harlow player to 
touch down on 11 minutes. 

Norwich went further in 
front on 25 minutes when 
flanker Lawrence Austin fin¬ 
ished off a good move to 
score in the corner. 

Norwich led 14-7 but 
Harlow bounced back. 

A powerful run by centre 
Jamie Fricker opened up the 
home defence to score a try, 
converted by Dobson near the 
half-hour mark. 

The contest’s ding-dong 
nature continued as 
Norwich’s Jordi Walker 
scored an unconverted try in 


the comer. 

Fricker went off with a 
hamstring injury not long 
after that as half-time 
approached. 

Dobson kicked a penalty 
before the visitors scored 
their third try through the 
same player after a clever 
inside pass by winger Ryan 
McGlone a minute before the 

Harlow led 22-19 at half¬ 
time. 

Five minutes after the 
break, Norwich regained the 
lead. Micklethwaite turned 
and twisted to get over the 
line and then converted his 
own try magnificently from 
near the touchline. 

Shortly after, Dobson 
kicked a penalty from close to 
the halfway line to reduce 
Norwich’s lead to a mere 
point [26-25]. 


Micklethwaite then added 
another penalty on 55 minutes 
which was to be the game’s 
final score. 

Norwich dominated the 
rest of the game but could not 
add to their tally despite a 
Harlow yellow card which 
reduced them to 14. 

Captain Shaun Roberts: 
“We can take some comfort 
that we ran them so close but 
it is difficult to win a game if 
you concede 29 points. 

“We need to improve on 
our overall defence but we are 
more clinical in taking our 
chances.” 

He added: “Unfortunately, 
Jamie Fricker tore a ham¬ 
string and could be out for six 
to eight weeks.”

Boss ban is imminent but appeal is futile 


LIVID Hawks boss Danny 
Chapman fears an appeal to 
the FA will be futile after his 
dismissal from the bench 
for alleged abusive language 
at Soham Town Rangers. 

Chapman received his march¬ 
ing orders in the closing stages 
of Saturday’s Ryman League 
division one north match which 
saw Harlow Town lose 2-1. 

The bust-up occurred after 
Chapman, pictured top, was furious 
that a foul on substitute Ben Hart 
was not spotted by the officials. 

Chapman said: “He [the referee] 
came over and asked me to go in the 
dug-out before he sent me off. 

“He then spoke to me in his 
[changing] room afterwards and said 
that he had sent me off for foul and 
abusive language. 

“I could not argue if it had been

for arguing but I did not swear. Two 
Soham fans said I did not swear.” 

He added: “I was really annoyed. 
I have not decided what to do and 
you rarely win an appeal.” 

Meanwhile, Chapman is looking 
to strengthen his squad with the 
addition of a midfielder before their 
home game against lowly Redbridge 
this Saturday. 

Although he would not name the 
player, he said: “He is strong and he 
is good going forward. We do not 
know if he is de-registered from his 
club.” 

Striker Corey Whiteley, who was 
courted by Harlow, has joined divi¬ 
sion one north rivals Cheshunt. 

A forward is also being looked at 
by Chapman. 

With striker Scott Williams ruled 
out for three weeks with a knee 


injury sustained in the 3-2 loss at 
Sudbury 12 days ago, Chapman’s 
need for options up front is great. 

Central defender Donny Barnard, 
who has been suffering from a calf 
problem, came through training on 
Tuesday night and might be fit for 
the Redbridge clash. 

Chapman is determined that his 
team end their four-match losing run 
when they host Redbridge, who lost 
11-0 to Heybridge over the 
Christmas period. 

Midfielder Hector Mackie (ankle) 
should be fit. 

Harlow then take on play-off 
chasing Tilbury away on Tuesday. 

Chapman said: “Redbridge have a 
young side and have had a difficult 
season. This is an opportunity to get 
back to winning ways. 

“Tilbury does not have the best of 
grounds but it is a case of getting on 
with it and getting three points.” 



Upsets stir FA Cup memories 


LUTON Town and 
Macclesfield became the 
latest teams to add to the 
burgeoning list of FA Cup 
giantkillers with wins 
over Wolves and Cardiff 
at the weekend, writes 
ALAN SCOTT. 

But long-standing Harlow 
Town fans will never 
forget the club’s finest 
hour when they knocked 
Gary Lineker’s Leicester 
City out of the FA Cup 
back in 1980 in the third- 
round replay of the most 
famous domestic cup 
competition in the worlds. 
A Daily Telegraph review 
on Saturday listed John 
Mackenzie’s matchwinner 
to upset the Foxes as 
number eight in the top 
10 of all-time greatest FA 
Cup giantkilling goals. 
Number one spot was 
taken by Hereford’s 
Ronnie Radford against 
Newcastle. 

But few from Harlow will 
forget the day Ian 
Wolstenholme’s side 
defeated Leicester at the 
old Harlow Sportcentre 
ground in 1980. 
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Mackenzie’s goals were 
synonymous with that 
epic Cup run. 

In the first game at 
Filbert Street, Leicester 


had laid siege to the 
Harlow goal, only to be 
undone by an 89th- 
minute equaliser from
